Bear Brethren i — I see the 
suggestion in the B. E. that we 
have a general convention this 
fall, aud I heartly approve of it 
and hope it may not end "in 
wind." We need it, firstly, be- 
cause of its social advantages — 
and this is, I believe, the greatest 
of alt advantages — secondly be- 
cause of lack of system for carry- 
ing on our wrok. But are we 
ready for it ? I believe we are 
not. We say in our "Declara 
tion of principles," we will hold 
diatrict and general conferences, 
etc. But we are not yet district- 
ed, and who can best do this ? I 
believe we can do it in the re- 
spective states ourselves to the 
best advantage, and I therefore 
move we have a state conven- 
tion for church work in connec- 
tion with S. 8. convention of 
what is now known as Western 
Pa,, although it usually comprises 
all there is of the Brethren 
church of Pa. ; and that steps be 
taken at once to tbia end. Let 
each church in Pa., be represent- 
ed either by delegate or letter — 
former preferred — giving statist- 
ice, special wants, etc., and I 
farther suggest that Maryland 
represent with Pennsylvania, 
since there is but one organized 
church with in her limits. 

I farther caution that we all 
remember this one fact; We 
are not wanting a convention to 
pasB decisions, to regulate the 
conduct ot members in tbe re- 
spective congregations on mat- 
ters of externals, but to system- 
atise work, give advice and ex- 
perience to each other and define 
ourselves clearly on any doc- 
trinal issue and be able to give 
statistics to inquirers. Whom 
will we hear on this matter f 
Can we have decisive and prompt 
action so as to be able to pro- 
ceed and have our state conven- 
tion in September? Who will 
speak first? Or will all speak 
at once.

On Friday June 18th it was 
our privilege to meet with the 
good people of thtB church. At 
5 p. m. Wo met at the Brick 
church where iu December last 
we bad many joylul meetings, 
aud where some of those who 
thcu designated themselves as 
willing to enlist in the Lord's 
Army, were yet unbaptized. 
Atter the preliminary services 
we repaired to the water and 
baptized 5 precious jewels as the 
Lord has commanded. Later iu 
the evening wo tried to preach to 
a iair audience. Again on Sat- 
urday af'teruoou and iu the even- 
ing we clobrated the ordinances 
of the Lord's house, the attend- 
ence was large.

The house was too small und on 
this account and for the want of 
a little precaution there was con- 
siderable of loud talking about 
the door.
